The mystery of these banners of 
the highest order of British chivalry 
was recently revealed by the Dean 
of Windsor in a sermon he preached 
in Norwich Cathedral. “The fact is,” 
he said, “no one knows what has be- 
come of them. He had hunted high 
and low for them without avail. 

It fs understood that they are safe- 
ly hidden at Windsor and will not be 
produced until the King asks for 
them. 

Sir Henry Farnham Burke, garter 
king of arms, and the representative 
appointed by the late Sir Alfred 
Scott-Gatty, the former garter king, 
to take down the banners are the 
only two people who know the exact 
spot in which the banners lie hidden. 

“When Sir Alfred Scott-Gatty 
died the secret of the banners was 
handed down to me,” said Sir Henry 
Burke recently, “and I am bound not 
to reveal it. Iam able to state, how- 
ever, that the banners are perfectly 
safe and in good condition, and that 
they are at Windsor, where they 
were placed in a certain spot by Sir 
Alfred's custodian. 

“It was decided when they were re- 
moved not to destroy them, as they 
muy one day be called for by the 
King.

The Livestock Markets 


Reports Show General State of Trade 
is on the Mend 

The weekly report of the Livestock 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture show an tmprovement 
of prices of livestock and a_ better 
state of trade than has recently been 
the case. In the first week of April 
prices for cattle at all the principal 
markets of the country were up com- 
pared with the quotations in March. 
Calves at Toronto showed an upward 
tendency, but elsewhere they were 
stationary, except at Wdmonton, 
where there was an increase. Hogs 
at Toront® were unchanged, but other 
markets displayed a weakness, owing 
to the rush of supplies. Sheep at 
Winnipeg and Calgary were quoted 
not only higher than in March but $2 
better than last year. Toronto was 
$1.50 ahead of the prices quoted at the 
corresponding’ period last year, but 
Montreal was down and Edmonton 
stationary. The total recelpts of 
livestock at Toronto, Montreal, Win- 
nipeg, Calgary and Edmonton in the 
first three months of the year were 
118,854 cattle, 37,608 calves, 199,406 
hogs, and 61,757 sheep, compared with 
135,797 cattle, 30,105 calves, 159,907 
hogs, and 61,609 sheep in the first 
three months of 1921.

Scientists Claim That = 
People Of Rural Districts 
Will Live The Longest

Shorter life for city dwellers is the 
sentence pronounced by Dr. John 
Brownlee of the British Medical Re- 
search Council, in a recent report that 
that body summarized in the medical 
magazine, the Lancet. His evidence 
lies in the latest Government tables 
of the expectation of life, but he can 
give no reason for the earlier demise 
of the urban dweller except that he 
ages earlier, which tlfe reviewer in 
the Lancet thinks is begging the ques- 
tion. After giving his opinion that 
the use of death rates in a commun- 
ity 1s very practical, the reviewer 
goes on: 

“At the age of 15 the rural male's 
expectation of life is nearly two and 
a half years higher than that of the 
inhabitant of county boroughs at the 
same age. At the age of 40 the cor. 
responding expectations are 25.80 and 
30.36 years; at 56 they are 15.48 and 
18.36 years respectively, and so on. 
That is, life on the average is shorter 
in town than in country; and this 
fact may, perhaps, be put justifiably 
in Dr. Brownlee’s words: ‘It has 
been rendered probable that the in- 
habitant of the country is at these 
ages (between 65 and 65) ‘biological- 
ly about six to seven years younger 
than the inhabitant of the town.’ 

“But the question remains as to 
the cause of the greater incidence of 
premature death in towns. Dr. 
Brownlee gives an unhesitating opin- 
ion on this point. Thus dealing with 
valvular disease of the heart, which 
has a higher standardized death rate 
in country boroughs than in rural 
districts in the proportion of 85 to 62, 
he concludes that the amount of this 
disease is much the same in all dis- 
tricts when judged by the life-table 
death rate; and that it is not a mat- 
ter of more of the disease beifig pres- 
ent in a city, it is rather a matter of 
the disease developing at earller ages. 

“Dr. Brownlee’s view is that prema- 
ture aging of the tissues is an im- 
portant factor in the earlier age at 
death in towns. Does this statement 
help us much? The fact is obvious 
that if death is preceded by senes- 
cence, senescence is earlier in urban 
than in rural communities. But by 
the term senescence we are led to 
think of processes which are approx!- 
mately normal as age advances. 
Some of these may in reality belong 
to the same categories as the injuries 
~—pathological invasion by microbes, 
mechanical injury, or toxins—which 
shorten life before old age. But to 
rest content with the proposition 
that urban life means premature old 
age stops short of investigation 
which may led to the discovery of 
the maleficent agents producing pre- 
mature old age. In cancer it may be 
a dietetic error. An excessive meat 
diet and the influence of alcoholic or 
nicotine excess have been suggested 
in this connection, 

“Scientific knowledge is extended 
by increasing differentiation of 
causes, not by being contented with 
any readily acquired generalization, 
whether it is senescence, or ascites, 
or marasmus, of malnutrition, or 
poverty, or any other medical or so 
cial complex.” 


Neglected Literature 


Many Books Are Forgotten that De- 
serve Better Fate 

Even in our own Canadian litera- 
ture, all of which is so comparatively 
recent, one may find books that have 
been almost if not quite forgotten, 
and that deserve a better fate. To 
how many of us, for instance, is Hall- 
burton nothing more than a name? 
Who today reads “Sam Slick the 
Clockmaker,” or “The Old Judge,” or 
“Nature and Human Nature?” And 
yet Thomas Chandler Haliburton was 
perhaps the one native writer of Brit- 
ish North America who really ap- 
proached the rank of genius. And 
how many of the people of Ottdwa 
have read James de Mille’s “Helena’s 
Household,’ a vivid story of the cata- 
combs at Rome, or suggested Mark 
Twain's “Innocents Abroad,” or “A 
Strange Manuscript Found in a Cop- 
per Cylinder,” which is both a fascin- 
ating etory of an imaginary people 
and a brilliant satire on the modern 
worship of wealth and material suc- 
cess?—From the Ottawa Journal.
